Michigam Donbie Plow. 

It is beyond question. the proper mode, 
in breaking up grotng for the fist time, 
to plow deep, and itis no less true that 
cultivated ground holds the moisture bet- 
ter than when not plowed at all. Now 
the desideratum for accomplishing this, 
we think, is whet is known by agricul 
tutists as the sub sor] plow, which consists 
of a double plow—one immediately fol 
lowing the other, the hinder one cutting 
some two niches deeper than the fore one 
Itis called the Michigan Double Plow, and 
we think it Js the very thing wanting in 
Oregon We are of the opinion, how 
ever, that the first crop from deep plow 
ing may not turn out so well ds the crop 
ping subsequent tothat We append to 
this (he experience of a New England 
farmer, an agricultural paper, entutled 
ihe “ Granite Farmer ” 


I have used the above named plow, 
manufactured or sold by Ruggles, Nourse, 
Mastin & Co, Boston, to do my spring 
work. My soil is a heavy clay that wil! 
not admit the subsofl plow with benefit 
Wishing to deepen the soil, two years 
since I used a subsoil plow, following in 
the furrow of the common sod plow 
This seemed to open the subsoil somewhat 
for a single season, but I could not see 
that the effect lasted any longer than that 

Having heard much of the Michigan 
Double Plow, and in accordance with 
your advice, ] determined to procure one 
and try it I didso and have used it in 
plowing sıx acres Upon this amount | 
have now got a good plowing of ten inch 
es by measurement This is several 
inches deeper than I have heen able to 
plow before There is to my mind, a 
great, though unintentional deception 
practised by farmers ın the depth to which 
they plow The furrow, as itis thrown 
over, seems tnuch deeper than it really ts 
And an ordinary six or seven inch furrow 
if accurately measured on the land side 
will prove to be but four or five inches
